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THE NEXT CONVENTION 

The regular annual Convention of the Sigma Xi Society will 
be held at Pittsburgh Saturday, December 29, in connection with 
a meeting of the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science. Besides ordinary business, such as action on applica- 
tions for new Charters, the plan to raise funds especially from 
non-active alumni members for the endowment of two or three 
Sigma Xi research Fellowships as outlined in the article of Presi- 
dent Stieglitz, printed in the June number of the Quarterly, will 
be brought before the Convention. Other items will be found 
in the records of the Executive Committee meeting printed in 
this number. 

Further details regarding especially the time and place of 
meeting will be published in the December number of the 
Quarterly. A notice concerning the meeting will also be posted 
at headquarters of the American Association. 

This constitutes an official notice to chapters to take up the 
question of the appointment of delegates. Since, according to the 
terms of the Constitution, the Convention is composed of duly 
authorized delegates from chapters represented, those chapters 
which fail to appoint representatives will be prevented thereby 
from taking part in the deliberations. It is important that each 
chapter should be represented both for the general welfare of the 
Society and for the good of the individual chapter. 

It is urged that the chapters should select delegates who will 
discharge the duties as well as accept the privileges granted them. 
It naturally follows that those chapters are most influential which 
are represented by men of standing and of familiarity with the 
aims and ideals of the organization as well as of sympathy with 
its purposes.
